“Burs and Bounce.” and What They Have Seen and 
Heard—Roaet Oysters in the Shell~Tne 
Very Newrst Things tn Fashions, Fua 
and in Real Life—News of Interest.

New York, January 25.—1 went to an oyster- 
roast last nizht, and aright fine affair it was. A 
Virginian of wealth who is living here, gives what 
he calls @ Virginia oyster-roast once every season. 
None but men are invited. The roast is had in his 
kitchen, an immense room with an old-fashioned 
yawning fire-place filled with blazing logs, embers 
and ashes. The oysters are piled in a corner of the 
room, & double cart load, and negro servants tum- 
ble theminto the ashes. When the shell cracks 
slightly open itisasign that the oyster considers 
himself properly roasted. is then 
tossed on to the long é. yaround 
whieh stand the guests. Kach man picks up his 
oyster, opens the shell, seasons the oyster to suit, 
and down he goes, as savory a morsel as ever 
tickled the palate or astonished the stomach. The 
number Of oysters eaten by ascore of men on the 
night.of a roast is ineredible, and the enjoyment is 
tip-top. Ofcourse there is the proper thing to work 
the oyster down with, condiments, trimmings, ete. 
The oysters used at these annual roasts come from 
Mason's creek, near Norfolk, the bed of which is 
lined with ‘‘siugles,’’ and which 1s said to produce 
the finest oystersin the world.

MADE. 


Hiow Mr. John C. Hart Solved tho Problem—Pay as 
You Go-Utlite: Labor-Improve the Land— 
Bermuda Grass a Biessing—A Farmer 
Whois Fast Growing Rich, Btc. 


-From the Greenesboro. Ga., Home Journal. 


It was in 1875 that Mr. John C. Hart, of 


Union Point graduated, and with honors, in 
the law department ofthe University of Geor- 
pia at Athens, and began the practice of his 
profession at Union Point. He at once took 
a high position among his brother members 
of the bar as a lawyer of cool, calculating and 
argumentative judgment; and stood wel! 
among the people of Greene and other coun- 
ties on account of his good common sense and 


personal character. During that year his 
father—an extensive planter—died, and 
young Mr. Hart took charge of the farm. 


Although he had been raised on the planta- 
tion he had never devoted any attention to 
the practical part of it, and, when he shoul- 
Gered the management of his father’s estate. 
it Wasas anovice in such matters. But he 
had the pluck, the determination and the 
jadgement, and setting his mind to the task, 
he has achieved success and now is one of th: 
most successful farmers as well as prominent 
aAwyers in middle Georgia. 

A reporterof The Home Journal, hearing 
ofhow much Mr. Hart had accomplished— 
and belieting that it would prove of interest 
to our readers—went down to Union Point on 
Tuesday lest for the purpose of talking with 
Mr. Hartand to glean from him the system 
he had used to bring such success in so 
short a time. 

The reporter found Mr. Hart at the family 
residence—a handsome building, with & 
beautiful terraced front yard filled with ever- 
greens, and cedars, and rose-bushes and neat- 
ly arranged flower beds— facing tae railroad. 

fe were invited in and shown at once to Mr. 
Hart’s room. There we found him, and after 
geating ourse'ves, ina few words stated the 
Object of our visit. Mr. Hart was not loth to 
gratify our curiosity, but did not seem to at- 
tachthe importance to his success that we 
did. 


WHY HE BEGAN FARMING. 


Hart?’ we began. 
foVell,’’ was the reply, as Mr. Hart reached 
athe poker, and gave the fire a meditative 


“University of Georgia and began the practice 
Oflaw, when my father died. Inthe settle- 
ment of the estate I fuund that theie wasa 
debt hanging over the farm of $10,900. Or 
course, | was dismayed. [ had no money 
with which to pay the debt, and had I seld 
the plantation—which comprised about 1,000 
acres—it would barely have settled it. I first 
determined thatI would make the products 
ofthe farm remove ee debt. But how? I 
was fresh from college® stuffed with all the 
theoretical knowled,e of coilege learning, but 
with no practical information as how to make 
a farm even self-sustaining much less to pay 
off a debt of $10,900. But I hit upon a plan 
which I deemed feasible, and adopted it.” 

“What was that plan, M’. Hart? Wasit 
economy or intensified farming?” 

“It was neither vet both. Lookingtbrough 
my father’s bouks I saw that a great deal had 
gone for ‘supplics.’ Supplies for Ned; sup- 
plies for Joe; supplies for Jake; supolies for 
this hand, supplies forthe other. Here was 
one /-ak. I proposedto stop this

-Low did you start about it?” 

On the first day of January, 1876, I em- 
ployed my hands for the coming year, ! 
agreed to pay each one so much in cash fora 
sane he labor. That money was to be paid 
aif on the fifteenth of each month and the 
other half in full on Christmas day.” 

“How did the plan work?’ 

“Admirably. It simplified matters, I kept 
no books for there Were no accounts to put 
onthem. KK; darkey knew that there were 

‘% ve aonein the vear and that he had 
received half of his month's wages on the tif 
teenth of each month, and the other half was 
due him on Christmas day. Suppose he got 
$96 a year, that would be $8 a month. (on 
the fifteenth ofeach month 1 paid him $4. In 
twelve months be would have drawn one-half, 
or $48, leaving $48 due him on Christmas day 
and which he received inalump, Another 
rule I adopted was that no hand was allowed 


DRAW ON HIS SUPRLUS FUND. 
He was paid one half his monih’s wages and 
that had to do him amonth. He couldn't 
get any more unless it was in cases of sick 
ness or death.’’ 
“The darkeys didn’t like that mfich, did 
they?” 
‘Not the first year. They made strenuous 
efforts to get their back pay, but I held them 
to their contracts. When Christmas come 
they saw the good of it. Instead of, as here- 
tofore, Christmas comitg and they being with- 
out money and perhaps in debt, they hada 
good round sum in cash to use,”’ 
~ “Well, Mr. Hart, I can t see that you made 
anything by that,’’ remarked the reporter. 
“Of course not. Many old and 
experienced farmers have said the same thing. 
I will show you that it has paid. Some far- 
mers hire hands and allow them te get just 
what they wan! and often before June thi 
darkey has taken up his wages for the year, 
and sometimes a little over—for in many in- 
stances the farmer does not know how much 
the negro is taking up. What is the conse- 
quence? The negro is in debt to his employer 
to the extent of his year's wages and he 
don’ care whether he works or not. The far- 
mer has 
HIS LABOR. 
dare not dis- 
charge him for he will then loseall. Talkin; 
about economy, the farmers have been stop- 
ping up cra ks and leaving holes open. They 
will stint their own families and let the ne- 
groes have what they want. Now. Lean m ike 
my hands work, because they are never in 
debt to me, but lam tothem. On Christmas 
day. when the settlement is had. otber far- 
mers have more troub'e. The darkeys have 
taken up all that was due them and burdened 
their employer with numberless debts, but 
they will com plain that they rece ived no 
Christmas money and often accuse their em- 
loyers, amone each other, of having charged 
them with more than they Fo. Il never have 
any such trouble. Each one knows bow 
much he has received and how much is due 
them. They can receive neither more or less 
than half their salary during*the year. Anoth- 
er thing it teaches the negro to save money. 
Numbers of them that have been with me 
have purchased neat cottages with money 
saved, which, but for the rigid enforcement 
of nmiy plan, they would long since have 
squandered.”

If the horse is 
overfed or underfed; if he becomes galled, or 
any sores or rubbed places appear on him, 
the man knows that he is responsible. He 
cannot say that so and-so fed him or worked 
him while he was sick. The consequence 1s 
my anima!s do not suffer from every caprice 
of the plow-boy.”’ is 
“But you were speaking of the bell,’ we 
sugested. 4 : 
“Oh, ves. When the second bell taps it 
means to goto work. Ample time has been 
given fur preparation and Ii don’t allow any 
isitering around. At twelve o’clock—the 
time is regulated by a clock kept in the house 
for that purpose—the bell is tapped again and 
that meansstop. No matter ifa furrow is but 
half-plowed the hand must stop right there. 
I have mules and horses so wel trained and 
soaccustomed toit, that while they wiil plow 
faithfully all the morning, when that bell 
taps they stop right where they are and no 
urvine, nor coaxing can make them budge 
another At one o'clock the bell is rung 
wain and the hands return tothe felds.

Remounting our horses we rode into another 
field, where tiie reporter saw a flock ef sheep 
browsing on the oats just starting up.

It istrue 
they will destroy some, but their droppings 
are worth more than they will injure, They 
are permanently enriching the land and not 
materially injuring the crop. That flock of 
sheep isworth more for enriching the land 
they are browsing on than two tons of guano 
would be.”’ . 

“In all my farming life, on the farm of 
Hart & Sibley we have been over, (and 650 
acres of which are in cultivation,) I have used 
nothing but composted manure. Ido not be- 
lievein the exclusive production of cotton. 
Even though two bales to the acre 
can be made it will not pay. It ruins the 
land, grain enriches it. I consider my land 
capital. When I add to the value of my land, 
fadd to my eapital, when | draw from its 
value, I draw from my capital.’’ 

We thanked Mr. Heart for his kindness, 
and as we shook his hand at departure he

Under the unattractive tithe of The Merv Oasis, 


teresting volumes of travel recently issued. 
When in 1879 the Russians opened their cam- 


Caspian country, O’Donovay became attached to 
General Lazareff's command as war correspondent 
of the London Daily News. He went with the ad 
vancing army across the desert toward Geok Tepe 
and remained with it up to the time of Lazareff's 
death. The cummanders who sheceeded Lazareff, 
were unfiiendly to correspondepts, and finally 
banished O'Donovan. After <Asenes thd Persia, 
he determined to see the war from one side or the 
other, joined the Turkomans, and went across the 
desert from Persia to the objective point of the 
campaign. He arrived at Geok Tepe justin time 
to witness the defeat and retreat of the Tekkes, 
and started on his own responsibility for the mys- 
-erious and much-talked-about Merv. 

After many disappointments and scores of un- 
pleasant adventures he arrived at Merv, and was 
taken before the khan asa spv or a prisoner. In 
Gue time he made the chiefs understand that he 
was a representative of England, and froma pris- 
oner he was advanced to the grade and rank of 
embassador or chief. He remained there for many 
months, the Tekkes declining to allow him to de- 
part until a demand was made by the British rep- 
resentatives in Pe:sia. 

During his stay he collected a vast amount of in- 
teresting and valuable information in regard to the 
Mery Oasis or country, which since its 
occupation by the Tekkes has been closed 
to all foreigners. Merv, it must be remem- 
bered, is the point from which  English- 
men believe Russia will strike at Afghanstan and 
India. It lies in a stretch of fertile land somé 
three hundred miles east of the lower end of the 
Caspian sea, and about two hundred miles due 
north from Herat, the key to Afghanistan, When 
the British entered Afghanistan and occupied 
Kandahar and Cabul, the Russians advanced 
from the Caspian toward Mery, and sent exploring 
parties almost the full length of the Oxus, and the 
Central Asian question became prominent in 
European poliiics. Mr. O’Donovan’s style is that of 
a brilliant journalist, easy and flowing, and of his 
book the following extracts will suffice to give an 


idea. 
MERY AND ITS HISTORY. 


The present inhabitants of Merv are compara- 
tively recent immigrants, and indeed the whole 
Turcoman population ofthese countries has been 
only a short time in its present seats. I endeavored 
during my stay in Merv to collect all the information 
I could on the history of these nomads, which is nat- 
urally very obscure owing to the unsettled natura 
of their lives. Onetribe succeeds another easily 
among the nomads, and the population of a district 
is often completely changed in the course of a few 
years; and as there is no writien history of these 
movements, it is only by the utmost diligence in 
cross-examiping the most intelligent natives and 
thea comparing their statements carefilly that any- 
thing like an accurate notion of them can be 
formed. Like most uncivilized nations, the 
Turcomans ean lay but little claim 
to accuracy in their stories of past events, and 
chronological exactness they pay scarcely any at- 
tention to. However,I had frequent opportunities 
of consulting the most intelligent elders of Merv, 
many of whom had taken an active part in the 
eventscf the last half-century and remembered 
them vividly, while they also rececllected clearly 
the traditions of older movements that had beea 
handed down by their fathers. From ali that I 
could learn thus itappears that the country now 
occupied by the Merv and Akhal Tekkes was peo- 
pled 150 years ago by a settled Turkish population 
of the same race as the present inhabitants of Bok- 
bara. The name, Turcoman, is confined to the 
nomads, as distinct trom the settled branches of 
the same race who are styled Turks, distinctively in 
central Asia. When used here the latter name is 
not to be confounded with the Osmanli Turks 
of Stamboul who parted from the present stock sév- 
eral hundred years ago and have been since sepa- 
rated from their kinsmen in Central Asia by the in- 
terposition of Persia. During the reign of Nadir 
Shah, who was himself of pure Turcoman blood, 
the whole of Turkestan as far as Bokhara and 
Khiva excknowledged his sovereignty. The then 
Turkish population of Merv merely acknowledged 
his suzerainty by a tribute analogous to some of the 
old feudal tenures in Europe, I believe, by the pres- 
3ntofatnut or some fruit on stated occasions. On 
the death of Nadir the Persian monarchy rapidly 
decayed. Afghanistan fellaway,and the nomad 
Turcomans of Khiva poured into Persian Turkestan 
on the northeast while Bokhara attacked it from 
another quarter. : Mery, itself, 
was destroyed and its Turkish inhabiiants almost 
exterminated by the power of Bokhara. The Bokha- 
ran couquerer, Begge Jan, captured the then city 
of Merv, being the third historic city that had 
existed under the name, aftera prolonged resist- 
ance and utterly destroyed it. Seven hundred 
thousand persons are said to have perished during 
the seige and subsequent slaughter, and though the 
numbers are exaggerated somewhat, itis evident 
from the ruins that remain that a dense population 
must then have occupied the oasis and have been 
utterly sweptaway. The Bokharans did not occupy 
the country and the Salorand Saruk Turcomans 
found no resistance there when they moved their 
alajaks close to the ruins of Merv. 

CHILDREN, COURTSHIP, AND MARRIAGE, 
There came under my notice a custom of the 
Oasis which at first considerably startled me, The 
towu crier, accompanied by half a dezen other Tur- 
comans, entered my house, each of them, to my in- 
tense amazement, bearing in his arms a newly-born 
child ef the male sex. These children were pre- 
sented to me with a good deal of formality: I could 
notecatch the exact words; all I could uoderstand 
was that one of the infants was O'Donovan Beg, 
another O'Donovan Khan, a third O’ Donovan Baha- 
dur; I forget ,.what the others were. Visions of 
western lands appeared before me, and to say 
that I was asionished is but a mild way of express- 
ing my feelings. Restraining myself, I mildly asked 
why these babies were brought to my house, and 
what was the reason of this general presentation. 
It turned out that among the Tekkes newly-born 
children are, as a general rule, called after any dis- 
tinguished strangers who may be in the Oasis atthe 
time of the births or have resided thére a short time 
previously ,orafter some event intimately connected 
with the tribe, I felt relieved by the explanation,

Wasnurveton, January 27.—Mr. Tucker yes- 
terday, and Mr. Carlisle to-lay placed the 
Ways and means committee on the defensive 
by their superb attacks on the tariff bill 
Mr. Carlisle declared it to be the only device 
yet invented for reducing the revenue, and 
at the same time increasing taxation. The 
republicans are caucussing almost every day 
on the bill, and are trying to hold their vote 
solid for the committee bill. They count on 
the votes of tweive or fifteen democrats. 
Judging by Mr. Speer’s accion in the com- 
mittee, and the preliminary questions in the 
house, he will surely vot? with them. Mr, 
McKinley made his old argument for an in- 
crease of the tax on cotton ties, and declared 
that the southern farmer sold them for 
twelve cents, after purchasing them at four. 
He was answered by Mr. Aiken, of South Car- 
olina, whoshowed that the price of cotton was 
fixed in Liverpool, and«tnere allowance is 
made fur tare, the cotton being sold net. Mr. 
Aiken’sremarks were applauded on the floor 
and by the delegates of the agricultural con- 
vention inthe gallery, who didn’t seem to 
think that the New England manufacturer 
was the fool that McKinley tried to make 
him. The senate has aiready refused to raise 
the tariff on cotton ties, and this will be one 
of the many points of difference which will 
make the tariff legislation very difficult this 
session. Indeed, it is very generally believed 
that it will require more of management and 
more harmony than now exists among the 
rspublican senators to pass either the com- 
mission bill or that reported by the senate 
commiitee. In the discussion in both houses 
the opponents of both bilis have decided- 
ly the best of the argument 
so far, Mr. Carlisle’s speech this afternoon 
being pronounced by many megbers as un- 
anewerable. If no tariff bill is passed, an 
extra session may be considered certain. 
Senator Barrow made some pungent remarks 
upon the burdens of the southern planter 
under the present tariff, when he offered his 
amendment to-day to admit cotton ties 
free. It received eleven votes. 


M'KINLEY’S CHARGES. 


Incidents of the Tarif Debate In the House of Rep 
resentatives. 

WasuincTton, January 27.—After the read- 
ing of the journal the house went into com. 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Burrows, of Mich- 
During 

the debate on the biil Mr. McKinley said such 
criticism had been indulged in on account of 
the increase of duty on cotton ties. The cotton 
tie was nothing but hoop iron, and all the bill 
propesed to do was to declare that hoop iron 
in any length, empioyed for any purpose, 
should pay the same duty that was levied on 
plain, commercially known ‘hoop iron.” 
That was all there was in this outcry 
about cotton ies. Tuose who cried out about 
the insatiate greed ofthe hoop iron manu- 
facturers puid tour cents a pound on cotton 
ties, and sold them as cotton for 11 cents, 
A number of southern representatives rose to 
their feet to deny this assertion, and Mr. 
Carlisle inquired whether the gentleman 
made that statement of his own Knowledge. 

Mr. MecKinley—I make that statement on 
information and belief, and | invite the gen- 
tleman from Rhode Island (Mr. Chate), to 
tell what the truth is. 

Mr. Chace—There is no doubt about it. 

Mr. Aiken, of South Carolina—I deny that 
assertion. The price of cotton is set beyond 
the Atlantic. It is set by England, and not 
by the Rhode Island manutacturers, and 
England in setting the prices takes off tare 

‘amounting to 22 pounds, which ts exactly tre 
weight of the bagging and ties. (Loud 
applause on the democratic side, arid in the 
galleries). 

Mr. Chace said that the cotton spinners of 
the United States bought about 1,200,000 bales 
perannum. They paid for it, the market 
price, and they paid for the hoops as cotton. 
The gentlemen of the south bought hoops for 
31g cents a pound, andsold them tothe north 
as cotton for7 centsa pound. [Applause on 
the republican side. | 

Me. King, of Louisiana.—The gentleman is 
in error. . 

Mr. Chace.—That amounts to §840,000. 
That goes into your pockets trom our pockets, 

Mr. Aiken.—That assertion is erroneous, 
The price is fixed in England, 

Mr. McKinievy—I do not care what they do 
in England. The gentieman from Rhode 
Island who is a practical manufacturer, de- 

_clares on the floor that the cotton ties for 
which you pay three and a half cents per 
pound you charge him from ten to eleven 
cents for. 

Mr. Aiken—He says what is not so. [Ap- 
plause in the gallery.] 

Mr. Crapo (Mass.)—A bale of cotton is put 
on the scales, and it is weighed cotton and 
iron hoops and ali, and on that total gross 
weight we pay ten oreleven cents a pound. 
[Applause on the republican side. ] 

Mr. McKinley—1l can prove tbat asser- 
tion by witnesses all about me, who tell me 
they have done precisely the same thing, and 
the gentlemen in the gailenes who applauded 
my friend from South Carolina, are not inter- 
ested in American manufactures and Amer- 
ican labor. They are lobbying here from th2 
Other side, wanting to get legislation from 
the democratic side of the house in order to 
enhance Kneland’s manufacturers and en- 
nch the coffers of English lords. [Applause 
on the republican side.}] When I stated the 
fact about cotton ties, 1 was not making any 
complaint against the cotton planters 
of the south; I did uot know how 
much they get for hoop iron that 
goes around their cotton. bales. but 
their claim that American ma: ufacturers are 
robbers because they want the cotton tie to 
pay the same duty as hoop-iron, comes with 
bad grace from the men who buy iron from 
the robbers of the north at 4 ceuts a pound 
and sell it as cotton for 11 cents. This dis- 
cussion was carried on amid a good deal of 
excitement and confusion, which was increas- 
ed by the interest taken in the contro- 
versy by the audience in the galleries. At 
the close of the debate the first paragraph of 
the bill was read. The committee rose, 
and at 5:05 the house adjourned,

THE CENSUS BUREAU. 


The A@airs of the Bureau Ion a Hopelessly Muddied 
Special to the Constitution. 

Wasuincton, January 27.—The senate ap- 
propriations committee this morning agreed 
to report a joint resolution appropriating 
$200,000 to continue the work of the census, 
with an amendment reducing the amount to 
$100,000, The original amount was 
made up of $100,000 to continue the work 
of the census during the current fiscal 
year, and the remainder to be applied 
to next year’s work. The committee have 
found the work of the census in such unsat- 
isfactory condition, however, that they are 
unwilling to recommend the appropriation of 
any considerable amount without the assur- 
ance that the money will not be wasted, and 
this assurance they have thus far failed to 
obtain, notwithstanding the fact that they 
have had before them twice, the secretary of 
the interior and the acting superintendent of 
census, Richards. These ojficials attended the 
committee’s meeting this morning, and en- 
deavored to explain the state of affairs in the 
census bureau, but their statements only con- 
firmed the opinion of the committee that the 
work of the census was in such a state of 
confusior that congress would not be war- 
ranted at this time in granting a greater 
amount than is barely sufficient to keep the 
bureau running. It is notunlikely that this 
action of the committee will be followed bya 
bill providing for an early termination of the 
work of collecting and publishing within 
limits considerably narrower than as now con- 
templated by the scientific gentlemen who 
have charge of the details of the work. 

SWINDLERS ON THE CAPITOL STEPS, 


WasuHInGron, January 26.—A\lthough pub- 
lic attention has been several times called to 
the fact that a gang of cenfidence men and 
monte operators ply their vocation daly at 
the very doors of the capitol building, no 
steps have been taken to drive them out of the 
grounds. The crowd is well known to all 
whose business calls them regularly to the 
capitol. They can be found at any hour 
about the west door, watching visitors, 
and attempting to impose their services and 
their schemes upon such as they judge to be 
fit subjects. They sell season tickets to the 
building, and engage ina variety of similar 
petty swindles. The city police have no 
jurisdiction inside the capitol grounds, and 
capitol police remain inside the building, 
and so the petty swindling of the unsophis- 
tocated visitors to the capitol is carried cn 
within pistol shot of the two houses, and 
Within their jurisdiction. The fact that this 
gang, numbering ten, including white. and 
black, are tolerated to work thus openly, at 
the very door of the capitol, is as remarkable 
as itis diszraceful. The authority to act in 
the matter seems to rest with the joint com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds.

The assembly, however, by a yote of 39 to 5, 
voted not to accept it. A dispatch from 
Cajamara, Peru, is published this morning,

Bolivia, has attracted considerable attention 
bere. Persoks well informed with regard to 
Peruvian affairs declare that the use of the 
word “‘assembly”’ in connection with the gath- 
ering at Cajamara is mis‘eading. A _ corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald, writing 
from Lima under date of January 4th, ina 
letter published on January 20c:h, describes 
this body as a quasi congress composed of 
aides de camps, colonels and sergeants ap- 
pointed by Izlesias to represent this or that 
province, upon credentials prepared by Izle- 
sias himself, and having no power or duty 
be vo ond promulgating the decrees of Izlesias, 
wie are in turn dictated 
Chiii. The New York World 
of January 25, published a Lima letter Gated 
January 3, in which it is stated as a current 
report that orders from Santiago have been 
received at the Chilian headquarters in Lima 
to reopen negotiations with General Iglesias 
in the north, sending an armed ‘force to assist 
him in establishing his supremacy and to 
enable him to get @& spurious congress 
together, which would instantly sign a treaty 
of peace with Chili, accepting and sanction- 
ing almost any condition proposed, provided 
an equivalent were forthcoming to the mem- 
bers of such legislative body. The reporter 
of the Associated press to-day called the 
attention of Senor Elmore, Peruvian minister 
at Washington,to theseletters. Senor Elmore 
expressed the opinion that both of these cor- 
respondents were accurately informed and 
that their description of Iglesias’ congress and 
the source of Iglesias’ authority is correct. He 
also expressed the opinion that the suggestion 
of peace ‘‘without Bolivia’ will uot meet 
with any sympathy from the legitimate gov- 
ernmentof Peru or the people of that unfor- 
tunate republic; that thissuggestion is a Chil- 
lian suggestion, not Peruvian. President 
Calderan, the head of the only legitimate 
government of Peru, though now a prisoner, 
had steadfastly rejecied the den ands 
of Chili, and even Pierola r fused 
toaccept her terms. The Calderon-Montero 
government, the only one recognized by the 
United S:ates, is to-day the only one which 
has any respect or sympathy from the people 
of Peru, and the movement of Iglesias is 
utterly discountenanced, even in the locality 
in which he is operating. Bolivia, too, Senor

His remarks do not 
appear, I see, in the Record of to day, being 
witbheld for revision, but bis general points 
were too clearly stated to be mistaken. He 
said we had over four hundred millions of 
money to raise every year for the support of 
the government. Of this sum the internal 
revenue furnishes one hundred and fifty mil- 
lions. The balance must come from 
toms. That calculation wiil make all imports 
pay an average duty of fifty per cent advalo- 
rem. Reduce the tariff on one article 
and there must be an increase made some- 
where else. It is mer a question of how 
the two hundred and fifty millions shall be 
raised. The senator strongly favored the levy 
of such duties as shall bring in the revenue 
and at the same time protect American in- 
dustries. Speaking of the policy of ‘a tanff 
for revenue only’ he used very strong 
language and declared that the democracy 
could never win on any such platform, A 
majority of the voters, yes nine-tenths 
of the voters of this country, are, in bis opin- 
ion, op to any such naked declaration 
blank its policy of protecting 
American industry.

ENSILAGE., — 


The Second Day's Seasion of the Second Ensilage 
| Congress. ; 

New York, January 27.—Among the at- 
tendantson the Ensilage congress at No. 55 
Beekman street yesterday were Le Grand B. 
Cannon and Orlando B. Potter, who have 
practiced the new system of feeding on their 
extensive farms near Burlington, Vt., and 
{ near Sing Sing, N. Y. It was the announced 
} purpose of Mr. Brown, who is the practical 
conductor of the congress, to introduce greater 
practicality into the discussions by putting 
questions touching the system, and having 
them answered by different delegates 
Finding Mr. Cannon and Mr. Potte. 
in the room, however, he first invited them 
to give their experiences in a general way. 
They did so; a numberof farmers began to 
ask questions concerning statements made by 
them, and very soon the discussion had be- 
come general, ason the preceeding day. It 
was not until the afternoon session that the 
questions sent to the secretary of different 
persqns were submitted for answer. The at- 
tendance was over one hundred. 

Mr. Cannon said that his experience with 
ensilage was limited and was confined exclu- 
sively to fattening cattle. With a view to de- 
termine the relative economy in diet of ensi- 
lage and hay, be last year bought a herd of 
ninety short-horn Greys and separated them 
into three groups. The first group he treated 


as the average New England farmer 
treats his cattle in the Winter, 
He __ turned them into the yard 


with open shelter and fed them daily twenty 
pounds of chafed hay and three pounds of 
grain. The second lot he kept in stanchions 
and fed them twenty pounds of hay and one 
peck of mangels. The third lot were al 
kept in sitar chions and fed on ensilage with 
three pounds of grain. He weighed ail the 
fodder and also weighed the animals once a 
month. Assuming the cost of hay to be $10 
aton, and the cost of chaffing it $1 more, 
he found that the relative cost of 
feeding the three lots was as follows for six 
months: First lot, $19.20; second Jot $23.40; 
thira lot, $14.40; the ensilage counted at 8 
centsaday. The economy of ensilage over 
hay was $4.80 or 25 per cent.; of ensilage over 
hay and roots, $9 or 39 per cent. The gain in 
weight of the animals was: First lot, 5 per 
cent.; second lot, 9)4 per cent.; third lot 11% 
percent. The gain in quaility was about 
equal in the second and third lots. He sold 
both lots for 6 cents a pound on foot at the 
farm for export, but for the first lot he could 
not get an offer above 5 cents. The total gain 
in favor of ensilage was 51!¢ per cent. 
A CONGRESSMAN’S EXPERIENCE. 

Congressman Orlando B. Potter said that his 

experience during the last year, as before, had

when fed in the old way. He had last year 
tried one experiment, tollowing suggestion of 
M. Goffart, which was to have trom 10 to20 
per cent. of old cut up with the corn and put 
in the silo. He found that when more 
than 10 per cent. was put in_ the 
quality of the ensilage was injured. Next 
year he would put in very little hay, as his ex- 
perience bad shown that the ensilage was not 
benefited by him. He had found that pits 
below the surface of the ground kept ensilage 
better than any other. He was also convinced 
that the best and cheapest covering for a silo 
was earth, putting: it on over a few inches of 
chaff. Generally he found that a covering 
from eight to tweive inches would suffice. In 
reply to questions Mr. Potter stated that en- 
Silage of two years’ standing was as good as 
of one, and that he would feed it as 
long as it lasted. As to the relative value of 
green corn and corn ensilage, Mr. Pot- 
ter said he had formerly ‘‘soiled”’ his 
cattle in the spring and fall. He had found 
that frequently they ‘‘scoured.’”’ He then 
ceased feeding them the corn, cut green in 
the field, and gave them “‘ensilaged”’ corn, 
and had no trouble since. Hereafter he 
would pass all his corn, as far as possible. 
throgh tho silo. 

A farmer suggested by this was a new idea. 
He have never known of injury to cattle 
from eaing ‘‘green truck,’’ and had found 
that it always increased the yield. 

The Rey. Dr. Ormiston said that forty-five 
years ago, when he was on his father’s farm 
in Scotland, it was the custom to feed the 
cattle the outside kale blades with more or 
less injury, shown by their “‘scouring.”” <A 
d difference should be preserved between 
perennial grasses and annuals like corn and 
grain. The former were eatable at any time, 
but the latter must be matured before they 
were healthy. it was the same to feed the 
cattie young corn as to feed children green 
apples. Physicians in this city had stated 
that much of the sickness in children was due 
to the immature fodder fed by farmers to 
their cows " 

WEIGHTING THE SILO. 


John B. Kennedy described his success in 
weighting his silo by Dr. Bailey’s plan. He 
used horses to pack it, starting them on the 
outside edge and working toward the center. 
When they came to trampling down the crown 
the lateral pressure would pack the sides 
tighter. The cost to him of raising 500 tons of 
corn ensilige on forty acres, estimating the 

uantity on a basis of fifty 
pr and packing it, was

Mr. Potter said thatone great advan in 
feeding clover ensilage was that it woulc not 
sour,and calves beginning to eat it when they 
left pasture would continue to grow as fast as 
they had in the pasture if kept warm.

THE IRISH CONSPIRATORS. 


A Beventeen-Year-Old Girl Turns Informer on the 
Assassine of Juror Field. 


Dusun, January 27.—Joseph Brady, Tim- 
othy Kelley, Lawrence Hanlon, John Dwyer 
and Myles Kavanaugh, carman, appeared in 
Kilmainham court house to-day, charged 
with conspiracy to murder Field, a special 
juror. The court was crowded, and carefully 
guarded. Alice Carroll, d 17, deposed 
that on the evening of November 27th, 
shortly after six o’clock, she saw a car with 
three passengers and a driver, stop in 
Hardwick street. Three men got off. She 
knew two of them. They were Kelley and 
Brady. She frequently saw them at 
Miller’s public house. She saw them follow 
Field, whom Brady stabbed. She saw the 
glitter of the cane sword or dagger. Two other 
men were behind: Brady. When Field fell he 
was again stabbed by oe | or oe The 
three men got on the carand drove off. Kay- 
anaugh was the driver. The witness positively 
identified Brady, Kelly and Kavenaugh. A 
long cross examination followed, but the tes- 
timony of the witness was not broken down. 
The prisoners were brought into Kilmainham 
court house by a private passage from the jail. 
Counsel for the crown stated that he intended 
only to prosecute the five prisoners in the 
dock, for the attempt to murder 
Field. The accused were represented 
by four counsellors, Several of the 
castle officials and many ladies were present 
in tbe court. The girl witness denied telling 
her parents that she saw the attack on Field. 
An accidental conversation some days after, 
with a policeman, led to her examination. 
She did not ‘“‘inform’’ in consequence of the 
reward of £500. She saw Brady stab Field in 
the breast or face. The prisoners smiled at 
the evidence and joked’ among themselves. 
The girl refused to go on the witness stand. 
The next witness, for some reason, also re- 
fused. They were examined from the side 


bench. 


KAISER AND PONTIFF 


If Given Assurances the Emperor woald be Willing to 
Reconsider the May Laws. 

Berurn, January 27.—The North German 
Gazette gives the teat of the letter from Km- 
peror William to the pope, dated December 
22d. After heartily returning the good wishes 
expressed in a letter from the pope to the em- 
peror, the latter declares that the pope’s 
letter has strenghtened his hopes that 
the satisfaction felt by the pope at the re-es 
tablishment of the Prussion legation at the 
vatican will afford ground for bis holiness to 

ciprocate, by similar advances. The empe- 
ror believes that the advance made by the vati- 
can in regard tothe duty of giving notice of ec- 
clesiastical appointments to the government 
is even more to the interest of the Catholic 
church than to the state.

NEW RAILROAD PROBLEMS SOLVED 
AT BRUNSWICK. 


» 


Fixty-Five Thousand Doliare Worth of Property 
Barved at Forsyth—The Flint River Still Rising 
~The Business Carried on at Brunswick 


~The Day in Athens and Columbus. ‘

Baunewick, January 24.—This old seaport 
town was laid off by Oglethorpe, and the lo- 
eation and accurate plan of its streets atone in 
some measure for the absence of costly build- 
ings. In fact there are not halfa dozen brick 
buildings in the town. The hotel, which isa 
very large and commodious one, is built en- 
tirely of wood, the lange business houses are 
of thesame material, and even the custom 
house, concerning which enough bas been 
said to warrant a supposition of stone and 
slate, is only an ordinary framed structure of 
Georgia pine. There seems to be very little 
business going on in thestores, beyond a con- 
stant traffic in the shops of the fruit vender 


_and fish houses, though the host of schooners 


and steam tugs congregated about the 
wharves and lumber yards give evidence of a 
shipping interest that is by no means inéon- 
siderable. Sailing vessels from South America 


. receive their ponderous cargoes of sawn lum- 


ber at this port, ard several Spanish vessels 
touch here with three-mast schooners: of im- 
mense capacity. 

I find only one evidence of enterprise and 
progress, but it is alone an institution of great 
cost and permanent good. I refer to the 
newly-built docks of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad, situated on an arm 
of the sea, distant from the business portion 
of Brunswick about one and a half miles. A 

afty, consisting of the port collector, a visitor 
rom Atianta, and your correspondent, with 
two good oarsmen, pulled over tosee the docks, 
the distance by this route being about four 
miles. | 

few undersiand the amount of labor nec- 
easary to overcome the difficulty of making a 
firm passway over the marshy prairie to the 
docks, where the water must have plenty of 
depth for the large crafts that anchor there. 

The agent of this road, Mr. Brown, told me 
that when the company first suggested the 
construction of a railway over this’ marsh 
right up to the docks the scheme was hooted 
at. but if there is any hooting done now it 
ought to be a hoot of triumph for the com- 
pany, for the trains now run over the treach- 
erous Oose on 4 firm track until you can step 
from the car platform to the schooner’s bow. 
The company’s warehouses are seated upon 
long heavy pilings driven into the ground, and 
the platforms are supported in the same way. 
The vessels >ome alongside the warehouse and 
receive or deposit their cargoes, or else trans- 
fer them directly into the railroad cars. 

On either shore of the long, narrow bay, in 
which the docks are located, a low marshy 
tract stretches away fora half a mile before 
there is any apparent ‘‘bottom’’ to the mud. 
How to pass atrain over this was the difficul- 
ty that confronted the engineers and which 
they overcame by hauling a sandy soil upon 
their route untila elevation of several feet 
was made across the marsh, the soil harden- 
ed, and the cross-ties are firmly planted upon 
asupporting foundation. When finished it 
will be afine arrangement; and has already 
given adecided impetus to shipping com- 
merce. This is a _ very fine port here 
at Brunswick, but the total ab- 
sence of anything like ayriculture around 
the country prevents the town from assum- 
ing the life of a trading city.

sole occupants of the house, Mr. Wiggins being 
gone toColumbus.

price. The articles made are chairs, tables, 
wash-stands, bedsteads, sieves, and numer- 
ous articles of household furniture. Mr, smith 
finds ready sale for every article. The material 
used is sweet-gum, hickory, poplar and pine, of 
which he finds an almost unlimited yt > on the 
Osahatchie creek. Mr.Smith has been selling most 
of his furniture by sending wagons throvgh the 
country and to small towns but now hix oldest son 
has opened a furniture establishment at Macon, and 
last week he shipped a car load to thatcity. Mr. 
Smith said that it paid a great deal better than rais- 
ing cotton. 

What a Campbelleounty farmer can do is told as 
follows by the Campbell county News: 

Last year Mr. J. D. Ozier,of Corinth. Mississippi, 
the originatorand proprietor of the Ozier long sta- 
ple silk cotton, offered a premium of five hundred 
dollars for the best yield of cotion (from his seed) 
on three acress of ground in this district, which 
embraces the states of South Carolina, Alabama 
and Georgia. Mr. M. H. Collins, a promising and 
well-to-do young farmer of Campbell county, 
planted three acres of the Ozier long staple, and 
entered the contest for the 7 pre- 
mium. Mr. Cellins raised five bales 
from his three acres,andthe sample of bis staple left 
with us was as fine as we ever saw. On last Thurs- 
day Mr. Collins received the following letter from 
Mr. €zier: ‘Corinth, Mississippi, January 9. 1853 
Mr. M. H. Collins—Dear Sir: The decision was had 
to-day for the $500 premium awarded for the great- 
est yield of Ozier L. 8. silk cotton for the states em- 
braced in your district, and the award hs been 
given to your affidavit. You can draw ov me 
through your bank for the $590 as above.’’ 
Thus it will be seen that Mr. Cei- 
lins carried oft the $500 premium, 
which in addition to about $250 for the cotton 
raised, makes a rather snug sum from three acres. 
We learn that Mr. Coliins’ cotton was also rated as 
second best in grede of all the samples sent, and he 
should have received tne premium ou grade as well 
as yield, as the bale which was awarded the premi- 
um on grade-had been through the Clement attach- 
ment This is a high compliment to Campbell 
county, but ahigher onetoone of her most enter- 
prising, industrious and successful young farmers. 
We rejoice in bis prosperity. 

Albany News: On Tuesday last, Mrs. Matilda- 
Ward. with her two children, left her house

TRUCK FARMING. 


Stuff Roet Preducts aa Grown 
reeks County. 


From the Camilla, Ga., Clarion. 

Knowing that one of our prominent citi- 
zens, a practical farmer and thorough business 
man, had just visited Quitman, Brooks coun- 
ty, for the purpose of looking into the truck 
business, we sent our reporter to interview 
him and our readers will find the report of 
great interest. 

‘Has truck farming been found profitable 
there?’”’ ‘Very indeed. The prosperity of 
those engaged in it is very manifest. It has 
put new life into farmers and helped the 
condition of thuse people wonderfully.”’ 

‘‘What is the character of the soil?’ ‘‘Most- 
ly very sandy, quite inferior to our land.as a 
general thing. The poor sandy land there, 
and around Bainbridge, and the Mitche'l 
lands west of the slough are best adapted to 
raising watermelons. I fear much of our 
land near Camilla has toc much clay for 
watermelons, though for other truck 
we have the advantage.’ 

‘What have those farmers found most 
profitable?’ ‘*Watermelons have so far been 
the staple. Train loads were constantly ship- 
ped from that point last summer, I learned 
that Mr. McCrae expects to plant 150 acres 
end has no fear of glutcing the market. He 
couldn’t fill all his orders last summer. The 
man who cleared the most money on melons 
last season hauled them four miies.”’ 

“What about other vegetables?” 

“They think there that okra promises the 
largest profit. One man planted an acre and 
realized one hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars, Itis easily raised and sure crop, and 
there is a great demand fo: it all through the 
season. As fast as shipments were made or- 
ders came, ‘send on more okra.’ ”’ ’ 

‘‘What about the price of lands?’ ‘Lands 
bring a fine price. A reliable gentleman 
showed me ten acres of poor sand bed for 
which one thousand dollars had just been 
paid. Lands suitable for melons can rarely 
be bought at any price.” 

‘What about labor?’ ‘I was told that Mr. 
McCrae made nine thousand dollars worth of 
truck with six hands, and he says he can af 
ford in his business to pay as much for labor 
as the turpentine men. There is no doubt 
that labor pays on a well managed truck 
farm.”’ 

‘‘Are those people atraid of glutting the 
market?’ ‘‘Not at all, as the supply increases 
so does the demand. It is just as it is with 
peaches in New Jersey and orangesin Flori- 
da. People eat everywhere and they will buy 
vegetables and fruit.’’ 

“What about LeConte pears?”’ ‘‘My friend, 
who isa man of means and a practical busi- 
ness man, showed me one half an acre set in 
LeConte pear trees of various ages, and told 
me he would gladly give one thousand dollars 
for it if the owner would sell it.”’ 

‘Do the farmers bave much trouble in ship- 
ping their melons?” “Noneat all. There 
are buyers and shipper just as we have in the 
cotton business. he farmers sell on the 
spot.”’ 

“When do they plant melons?” ‘They 
make the hills in February, put in a few seed 
on the south side of the hill, and every ten 
days stick in more seed until a stand is secur- 
ed and then thin them out, The cultivation 
is yery simple and easy.”’ 

“Do you expect to plant truck this year?’ 
“T am determined to plant okra, and if I can 
find sandy land enough on my farm I will 
lant melons 1 am satisfied that truck farm- 
“ twill bethe financial salvation of our peo- 
pe around Camilla.”

BRER RABBIT. 
A Short Talk About Vi hence He Cometh and Whither 
He Goeth? 

‘“‘Where do all these rabbits come from?’ asked a 
CONSTITUTION reporter Of a leading commission 
meichant yesterday, pointing toa box of theflittle 
animals that layin limber lifelessness before bim. 

‘Rabbits? Well rabbits form a prominent pro- 
duct of that land fiowing with milk and honey. 
put down on the maps as middle Tennessee. 


There they roam in countless numbers 
in spite of the denseness of the 
population. It is a matter of wonder to me that so 


much game can be found in that part of the globe. 
In factitseems to me that middle Tennessee wil] 
produce anything that can be grown in any other 
part of the world, and in greater abundance.”’ 

**How are the rabbits caught?’’ 

‘They are nearly all shot, and nearly every one 
isshot in the head. It is true, however, that we 
never see the heads here, but lama middle Ten- 


ness‘an myself, and know what I am talking 
about.”’ 

‘The rabbits come here already dressed ?’’ 

“Yes. They are killed by the hunters after asnow 
and are then sold to the merchantsin the little 
towns, and they have them cleaned and consigned 
to us or to other commission merchants in Atlanta, 
ltisa singular thing thiscleaning of rabbits. They 
have to be dressed very carefully. Nota hair must 
be allowed to touch the 
does it is next to impossible to remove 
it, and if in the course of the hunt the ekin 
is torn frem a part of a rabbit, that part of 
the flesh will take on a dark color that no amount 
Of washing Cau remove and when the balance of 
the skin is removed no length of time will ever 
make the new®y skinned part as biack as that 
which was skinued during the hunt. The heads 
are cutolt and the rabbits are packed in barrels or 
boxes without salt ° 

“Why without salt?’ 

“Because when they are salted the salt draws 
the blood to the surface and spoils the appearance of 
the game. No green game should be salted before 
itis sent to mafket. Poultry should not be salted,”’ 

‘Low loug will it keep withoutsalt?”’ 

“Several days in ordinary weather. We never 
yet have had auy rabbits spoil on our hands. This 
dam), spungy weather is the woist on the rab- 

ita.** 

‘How many rabbits come in a barrel?’ 

“Well, they are packed together spoon fashion 
and a barre! will bold about as many rabbits as it 
wiil hold oranges,.say two hundred and fifty.” 

“and how much does the hunter get for them? 

“About enough to pay for his powder and shot. 
His shoe leather and the wear and tear of his 
breeches may be counted on as a dead loss He 
gets frem three to five cents each for his rabbits, 
they are generally hunted forfun, and the hunters 
are ealisfied to sell the game for enough to layin a 
new supply of ammunition for another hunt,”’ 

“Isthe supp/y of rabbits regu!ar?”’ 

“Well, not exactly. It is jast after a snow that 


flesh: if 


the rabbits are in the markets in great- 
est abundance. For instance, one day we 
had a big snow and I remarked that 


in three days the market would, be, flooded with 
rabbits. Two days after that we fad eleven barrels, 
another fi:m had three, and another-five, and soon 
uround, making about five thousand rabbits. Well, 
you would think the market would beglutted, but 
it was not. Wesold out without much trouble. 
The rabbit supply pegenes on the weatber, anda 
snow means a rush of rabbits. They reiail at about 
fifteen cents a piece.”’ 

‘You say you know how they are hunted, te)l me 
all about it.’’ 

“The best hunt that 1 ever had in middle 
Tennessee, was in1575, when the snow was thirty- 
one inches deep. The snow was fine, I went out 
hunting aud could see the rise in the snow indicat- 
ing where the bushes were, 1 would kick a bush 
and if the rabbit was under the snow he would 
jum» and I would see the snow move. .Ajump or 
two forward and the snow would become packed 
in front of him so that he could not move, and ajl 
J] would have to do would beto reach down 
and pick him up. Ordinary huntivg, however, 
is When the snow is from four to six inches deep. 
It is gl+rious fun then, and 1 have never yet seen a 
man who did not enjoy it. A fellow forgets cold 
toes and a pinching nose when he is on a jolly 
rabbit hunt in four inches of good snow.”’

~ ToOTHE KDI ORS OF THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION: 
We observe that Mr. Furman, whose success in 
growing cotton has been so marked, says that his 
researches show him that many elementsare needed 
in acomplete manure for that crop. He names phos- 
phoric acid, ammonia, humus, potash, lime, mag- 
nesia, soda and silica, Of these he says that silica 
need not be supplied by the manure, as it exists in 
the soil. This leaves seven constituent-, which he 
considers necessary,and when asked why he did 
not buy commercial fertilizer, he said that it was 


‘*hecause the best commercial fertilizer 
furnished only three of the eight 
elements needed, namely, phosphoric acid, 
ammonia and potach.’’ Mr. Furman, has, we 


think, been led astray by the mode of valuing fer- 
tilizers which has been adopted by the state of 
Georgia, as weil as other states in this country. We 
agree with him that other elements besides the 
three last named are required in a perfect ma- 
nure, but these three are so much more important 
than the others that chemists have adopted their 
percentage asa measure of the valucofthe ma 
nure. Hence these elements have come to be com- 
monly regarded as all that are of value. 

Toshow conclusively that the Pacific Guano 
company, for whose “‘solubie Pacific Guauo’’ we 
ere general s-lling agects, have Sfally realized 
that something more was needed thau 
merely to supp!y the constituents demanded by the 
chemists, we subjoina comslete analysis of their 
fertilizer. 

COMPLETE ANALYSIS OF SOLUBLE PACIFIC GUANO. 
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This analysis shows that Soluble, Pacific 
contains all the constituents nagpted by Mr. Fur- 
man except humus, and this 48 the substance which 
he aims tosupply by mak jig his compost consist

Wedo notdeny that the addition 
of stable manure, muckor rich earth to any soil 
will increase its fertility, because these substances

cont in, though in small percentage, elements 
needed for plant growth, Wwe do not, 
however, include humus among these 
elements, for its value as plant food is more 


than problematical. Baron Von Leibig, perhaps 
the greatest authority on agricultural chemistry 
who ever lived, the man whom, -more than all oth- 
ers, agriculturalists should honor, totally denies 
that humus possessses any nutritive properties. 
That its mechanical effect on the soil is good there 
isno doubt, but thata great effect ean result from 
theamount of humus contained in fifty bushels of 
top earth spread over an acre of ground is exceed- 
ingly doubtful. Such an application would prob- 
ably notamount tomore than one-quarter to one- 
half a cubic inch of humus to a square foot of 
land. itcan be readily seen that the mechanical 
effect of such an application cannot be great. A 
quantity of humus many times greater, (and com- 
bined, tno, with ammonia,) would be furnished to 
each square foot of land bythe decay of the roots 
of a vigorous growth of cotton. We 
fail to see any new discovery 
that has been made by Mr, Furman. He simply 
supplies to his land by his formula (containing acid 
phosphate aud kainit) and by cotton seed, the con- 
stituents of agood fertilizer, such as Soluble Pacifi¢ 

uano. _ The addition of the earth is good, aud we 

ave always &fadvised farmers to mix earth with 

uano a short time before applying it to the soil, as 
ft fixes elements which might otherwise be volatile, 
Tue saving of stable manure by planters should oi 
course be en¢otiraged. All successful farmers in 
the north practice it, and use the manurein con- 
junction with commercial fertilizers. Examples of 

intensive farming’’ can be found in Massa- 
chusetis, where it is not unusual to apply 
$200 worth, or more, of stable mature and fer- 
lilizer to an acre, and profit is found in such appli- 
cation. Myr. Furman applied last year to each acre 
an amount of compost which he tigures as costing 
him $20. In such calculations he reckons 1,500 
pounds of jmuck, stable manure, or rich earth as 
costing for. transportation only $2, and he allows 
nothing forthe labor required in compounding, 
and nothing for first cost (every planter may not 
have itat higdoor). Addiig a fair amount to cover 
those items would increase the cost say five dollars, 
making twenty-five dollars per acre, or the value of 
more than one half a ton (1.000 pounds) of soluble 
Pacific guano. This is a quantuty five or six times 


greater than planters usually apply, and it 
is not extrao: dinary that it should 
produce rs) heavy crop, supplemented 


as it Was by a much deeper cultivation than iscom- 
monly given. We do not criticise Mr. Furman’s 
work except its claim of originality. There is 
nothing in his formula (save humus before named), 
which the Pacific Guano company have not far- 
nished for years to the planter, and doubtless the 
reason Of Mr. Furmau’t real success is“tue to his 
having produced an articie so nearly Jike Soluble 
Pacific Guano.

What pretty aciress has done despite to, Richard 
Grant White, since he raved over the “‘lost arms of 
tne Venus cf Milo’’ as restored in the shapely 
Pauline Markham? He wishes to spoil one of the 
prettiest visions on the stage by dressing Rosalind 
that father or lover—shoul 
know her for a lle prescribes, as 
proper costume,a doublet aud trunk hose,and ‘‘loos- 
boots of soft tawny leather, coming up not ‘over 
over leg, but over thigh, and meeting the puffed 
and bombasted trunk-hose.’’ To @mplete the dis-
